STORMING OF 
VIMY IN 1917 
IS CELEBRATED 


Local Legion Commemor- 
ates Achievement of 
Canadian Corps 


The destruction of two German 
divisions and the capture of the 
then strongest German position on 
the western front were celebrated 
in a merry smoker at the Memorial 
hall, Monday night, at the annual 
Canadian Legion commemoration 
of the storming of Vimy Ridge 
President Fred Deer of the Legion 
was in the chair 


Vimy Ridge was stormed on 
April 9, 1917, about the wildest 
Easter Sunday in history. It was 


the first great operation in which 
the Canadian Corps fought on its 
own, and was, at that time, the! 
greatest British victory on the west 
front. 

Attacking in a raging snowstorm, 
the steel-helmeted Canadians went 
scrambling up the ridge which the 
proud Prussians had boasted was 
impregnable. 

TWO DIVISIONS DESTROYED 

A roaring wall of flame and fly- 
ing steel preceded the wild men) 
from the west as they ripped their 
way through belts of barbed wire, 
bayoneting machine gunners, 
bombing dug-outs, mowing down 
bands of fleeing Prussians and ever 
pressing on their objective. On the 
flanks, in the lower ground, Im-| 
perial and Australian divisions car- | 
ried on the good work, and when) 
night fell, more than 10,000 prison- | 
ers and hundreds of guns had Lond 
captured. German General Head- 
quarters admitted to a severe blow | 
and said “two Bavarian divisions 
were completely destroyed.” 

This was the great feat of arms 
that the boys celebrated Monday 
night. Those who remained for- 
cver on the ridge were not forgot- 
‘en, for the proceedings opened 
with a solmen silence of two min-| 
ites, while the close-packed ranks | 
of veterans stcod stiffly at atten- 
‘ion. Then, in the army way, they 
broke into the wild coruses of ail| 
the old songs which they sang on} 
the cobbled roads of France.
